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fron to reprove you for ſo doing, and 


inſpire me with ſuch Zeal and Courage 


for the future, that I may never again 
omit a proper Seaſon for it.

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{ the Indictment runs, we ſee, at God's 
Bar, (Prov. 29. 24.) He heareth Cur ſing, 
and benrayerh it not; which ſeems in the 


foregoing words to de likened to a Man's 
concealing of ſtolen Goods, which makes 


him a Pariner with the Thief. He did 
not diſcover it to the 44 iſtrate, as 
in that Caſe, and in that of Treaſon, 
the Perſon. ought to do, that would: ; 
not be condemned as an Arcomplice, in | 
the Crime. 6 
And for this Reafon, I am concern- 
ed that thoſe Ten Days are elapſed in 
which we are ordered by the Law of 
our Land to give Information to the 
Magiſtrate of this intolerable Offence 
againſt God; otherwiſe I ſhould ap- 
to him in the Cafe before us, as: 
reafter I intend to do on the like 
Occaſion. For I cannot but think it 
an inexcuſable Fault for any Chriſtian to 
neglect thofe uſeful Aſiftances which: 
the Civil Power offers us, to. remove: 
the Scandals of our Religion, and 
prevent the Judgments of God. . 
And they are pitiful Soldiers ind 
that deſert the Intereſts of the Captain 
of their Salvation in fo good ork, 
r any Reproaches that unreaſonable 
Men may caſt upon them: which, if. 


We conhider with what awful Vows

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and Pledges we Liſt our ſelves Soldier: 
in the Militant Church of Chriſt at our 
Baptiſm, will appear to be a very baſe, . 
and a very odious' VUnſaithſulneſ | 
As to the prophane Swearer himſelf, he 

| ſeems to be an open and impudent De- 
ſſerter from the Prince of Ligbt, and a 
loud and earneſt Abettor of the Cauſe 
pf the Prince of Darkneſs. He plainly 
#&© bids defiance ta God, and commits a ma- 
nifeſt Ou rage, not only againſt his 54% · 
_ tifm, but againſt all Reli gien, both Na- 
tural and Revealed. A ſenſible Heathen: 
would tremble at his daring Impiety, 

as well as a Chriſtian or a Few. There 
is ſuch a Violation of Reaſon in it, that 
be that is habituated to it, muſt be 
accounted either Mad or Stapid « Ei- 
ther he has no Underſtanding, or he 
does not uſe it. He does not know, or 
does not conſider the terrible Conſe- 
quence of provoking an Almighty Being, 

to take Vengeance upon him. 
Let me therefore entreat you to con- 
ſider the Infinite Majeſty, Glory. and 
Excellency of God, which are viſible in 
all his Works: Look up to the glorious 
Fabrick of the Heavens; Conſider the 
Beauty, Order, ayd Number of all thoſe 
marvelous Luminaries above : Tho?
